The close of another year makes it the duty of your committee to ren- 
der an annual report of his labors and of the progress and standing of your 
schools. 

{ entered upon my official duties by examining the teachers of your 
summer schools. ‘he candidates, without exception, were well qualified 
in a literary point of view; and they were persons of blameless morals.— 
The same may be also said of the teachers of the winter schools. [ visit- 
ed each summer school near its commencement, and again at its close; : 
and [ have also visited each winter school, both at its beginning and close, 
excepting the schools now in session. As the result of my examinations, 
I have found that, as a general thing, your schools during the past year, 

“have been successful. Some of them lave done better than others ; ; but | 
none have been failures, or have ranked below mediocrity. But an im- 
provement might be made, in some of your schools if parents, teachers, 
and pupils would unite and stop all pr ‘ofame language on the part of pu- 
pils. Profanity isa useless as well as vicious habit, and should be dis- 
countenanced by every friend of morality and virtue. The following isa — 
separate report of the condition and progress of each school. 

SUMMER SCHOOLS. 

_ Disrrrct No.1. Teacher, Miss Stella V. Marsh. Commenced Sept. 
8th. This wasa profitable term for one soshort. Both teacher and 
pupils acquitted themselves’ with credit to all concerned. Length, 5 
weeks.

5th. This was a well conducted school, considering the obstacles which 
lay in the way of progress. The multiplicity of text-books was evidently 
detrimental to the interests of the school. Colburn’s, Holbrook’s, Emer- 
son’s and Robinson’s small arithmetics had found their way into the 
school, thus making it necessary to form Jour classes where two only — 
should exist. A consolidation of the classes was recommended, but with- 
out effect, owing probably to a little extra expense which such @ measure 
would incur, But notwithstanding the hindrances named, the progress 
of the pupils, with few exceptions, was good. ‘The teacher and her pupils
